MTA and Los Angeles Air­ 
ways officials will take a 
test ride on one of the new 
twin turbine helicopters Dec. 
7 following a luncheon meet­ 
ing at International Airport 
coordinated by MTA board 
member Don fielding.

"If we are to keep pace 
with the jet age," .Eyraud 
said, "we must plan for a 
variety of commuter serv­ 
ices which will meet all the 
public transit demands of 
ttie greatest metropolitan 
area in the nation."

"Helicopters offer the flex­ 
ibility for extending travel 
free of traffic congestion to 
areas beyond the point 
where the rapid transit lines 
will terminate," he said.

Kyruad said MTA's engi­ 
neering staff is completing a 
six-month report which will 
show the areas where heli­ 
copter service would be most 
beneficial in association with 
other transit operations.

Evergreens 
Grow Easily 
Anywhere

Planting evergreens is a 
deceptively easy job. No 
matter, how you put them 
in the ground unless its up­ 
side down they will usual­ 
ly grow.

Whether they actually 
thrive or not, however, is 
another point, and often a 
sore one with the inexperi­ 
enced gardener.

We are reminded of this 
by a note from the Califor­ 
nia Association of Nursery­ 
men. According to C.A.N., 
it's, likely that eight out of 
10 gardeners get less than 
they should from their new­ 
ly planted evergreens.

The chances are equally 
one-sided that their problem 
lies in rushing through the 
planting process.

The great mistake and al­ 
so the most common one in 
planting evergreens is in not 
providing a suitable plant­ 
ing hole. You've heard the 
old warning against putting 
a five-dollar shrub into a 
two-bit hole.

Or have you? It's a good

would skimp on a little ex­ 
tra digging. If you dig the 
hole twice as wide as the 
root ball and half again as 
deep, you will be doing a 
good job.

Break up the soil in the 
bottom of the hole and add 
some loose topsoil up to the 
planting depth. Then fill in 
around the root ball with 
topsoil.

Depth of planting should 
approximate that of the soil 
in the nursery can. Yo'ur 
nurseryman might suggest 
sinking a specific shrub be­ 
low the line at which it had 
been growing, but you'll sel­ 
dom go wrong in bringing 
the new soil to the level that 
pertained in the nursery 
an.
Feeding is neither neces­ 

sary nor desirable at plant- 
ng time. Some well-rotted 
manure is all right when 
worked in below the root 
ball, but Jet the plant get 
well established before sup­ 
plementing its food supply, 

Watering is something else 
again, A basin should be 
made to permit flooding 
during the early life of the 
shrub. And not just close 
around the trunk, either.

The bain should be formed 
out away from the trunk  
out near the drip line to 
nsure that the entire root 

area will have access to 
plenty of water.

As with all the other 
ste^pa, you can get by with 
a smaller basin, but you 
won't get the results.
